Hon. C. W. Cross attorney gen2ral 


Hon. ©. R. Mitchell, provincial trea-- 
surer; and Hon, Wilfrid Gariepy, min. 
nister of niunicipal affairs, received a 
deputation of Alberta mayors in the 
executive chamber yesterday afternoon 
who urged what is regarded by them 
as amore equitable division of liquor 
license fees between the province; ard 
the municipalities. 6 

Mayor McNamara headed the dele- 
gation and read the resolution ,adopt- 
ed yesterday morning at the meeting 
held in the city council. chamber. He 
also said: 

“(The present system works a hard- 
ship. The maintenance of a police for- 
ce is made necessary by the liquor 
traffic. I venture to say that 65 per 
cent of the cost of maintaining :aw 
and order in the towns and cities of 
the province may be assessed to it 
Edmonton spends $158,000 annually on 
its police force, which exists, to a 
greater extent, because of bars and 
hotels. Gur tax rate is necessarily 
higher now than formerly, owing tu-a 
reduction of the grants to tne schouls' 

Mayor Sinnott, of Calgary, concur~ 
red: : 

‘Wo realize,’’ he said, ‘‘the necessi- 
ty of securing funds for’ extended pro- 
vincial works, which the growth of 


the province demands. We believe 
/however, that the cost of law enfor- 
‘}cement is connected ina great ma 


ny casés, with hote;s, the license fees 
for which the government collects. We 
think we should receive a portion.

modern prophetess, hrs increased in 
4 most remarkable manner. 

The young Dumas was Mme. de 
Thebes godfather, and when she was 
endeavating t> decide what profession 
to adopt, after bad health prevented 
her from going on the stage, she was 
drawn into a study of the magic and 
mysteries of the. Bast, by a novel 
which Dumas fils was then: engazed 
upon—"La Route de Thebes.’ « The 
title of the .book—never finished, oy 
the way—suggested to the young lady 
an appropriate name for herself az 
prophetess.

Washing‘on, April 11.—Over 150,000 
babies die annually in this country be- 
cause of. a failure to atply %cnown hy- 
giene and Sanitation meagstres, is the 
cpinion’ of Julia OC, Lathrop, chief of 
the federal children’s bureau, in a re- 
port: to Secretar-- of Labor Wilson 
“Tere is a vast and urvneasured oss 
of infent life,” says the report, ‘‘due 
solely to individual and civic neglect 
The economic and industi‘al significan 
ce of such a loss in the general sche- 
me of social well-being is begianing.to 
be realized. It was once thought that 
a high infant deathrate indicated a 
greater degree of vivor ia the surviv—- 
ors. Now itis agreed that the Con- 
ditions which destroy so many of the 
younger lives of the community must 
also remit incrippling and maiming 
mary otherd and must react, unfavora 
bly upon the health of the entire com 
munity.’’ Attention is called to the 
fact that the United States differs 


from all other civilized countries i 
having no general systen: of birth 
registration, but reports from the 
censiys bureau show that 300,000 — ha- 


bies under one year old die annually.
